of a State Election to avoid confusing absentee ballots; and 
the deadline to place anything on the State Election ballot 
had already passed. 

"We're better off calling a Special Election at the 
end of November," Ms. Parker said. "There are concerns 
about recounts, if there's a recount on the state election, it 
could be held right on top of your election." 

When the board suggested the Special Election 
ballot question could be held before the Town Meeting, 
Library Director Lucy Loomis said both she and the Board 
of Trustees felt having the Town Meeting vote first helped 
to "educate the public" on their issue. "I would hate to do 
it the other way around," she said. 

With a Special Town Meeting already slated for 
October 7 to allow the Board of Assessors to set the tax 
rate, both the library proponents and Board of Selectmen 
said their best bet was to place the library funding article 
on that warrant and then hold the Special Election imme- 
diately thereafter on Wednesday, October 9. 

The board voted unanimously to place the library 
funding article on the October 7 Town Meeting warrant, 
and voted via majority vote — with Selectman Parker in 
sole opposition — to hold a Special Election on October 9. 

"I think to try and hit the voters with another 
override without knowing the impact on their pocket- 
books is unfair," Selectman Parker said. "You want your 
money approved before they get hit with (tax bills)." 

"I don't think they're trying to deceive anybody,"

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Roches- 
ter was called to order by Town Moderator Greenwood 
Hartley in the Cafetorium of Rochester Memorial School 
on Monday August 26 at 7:40 pm having noted the 
presence of a quorum of approximately 140 voters.

60-acre parcel of land off High Street from "Industrial" to 
"Residential/ Agricultural." 

According to Planning Board member Chris 
Byron, at their last meeting they voted 3 to 2 to recom- 
mend passage of this article at Town Meeting. 

At the request of the Board of Selectmen, Town 
Counsel Daniel Perry then made a presentation to Town 
Meeting. "Massachusetts zoning law is complicated, 
particularly in the area of protecting existing rights," Mr. 
Perry said. "Town Meeting has to understand that this 
landowner ... has taken steps to protect himself. He's filed 
two claims, one of which has already been approved. That 
has the effect of freezing the zoning as to the use of the 
property for three years. He's filed a second plan, which is 
more formal, but which appears to be appro vable. Once 
approved that will be grandfathered ... for eight years. If 
the town chooses to change the zoning tonight, it almost 
certainly will have no impact (on the property) for eight 
years." 

Industrial Development Commission (IDC) 
Chairman Gary Laboa also said the vote taken on this 
article won't have any effect on the rock-crushing facility 
being proposed by Sippican Realty Trust and which the 
petitioners are opposing. 

"A lot of times people become reactive to prob- 
lems by necessity," Mr. Laboa said.

supporting the rock-crushing operation. But that's not 
what we're dealing with here tonight. We're dealing with 
industrial development ... that will help stabilize our tax 
base." 

One of the petitioners and supporters of the 
zoning change, Claudia Butler, said they weren't trying to 
curtail business development in Rochester. They are 
simply concerned about rapid industrial growth in a 
residential area. 

"It's my opinion that the existence of this prop- 
erty is a jumping-off point for industrial development ... 
it's going to act like a connect- the-dots," Ms. Butler said. 
"That industrial zone will be right in the backyards of all 
the houses on County Road. This type of industrial use is 
not in harmony with why we moved here." 

Resident Bob Cummings said he agreed with Ms. 
Butler, but he felt more time was needed to look into other 
options. One of the major goals of the town's Master Plan 
was to expand the town's industrial area so as to broaden 
the tax base, he said. Removing a piece of property from 
industrial use defeated this purpose. As such, he moved 
to table the article which was defeated by majority vote. 

Planning Board member Arnie Johnson said he 
voted against supporting this article because he felt the 
petitioners were being reactionary. "(The land owner's) 
rights are already protected and they've already appealed 
our original decision," he said. "Let's think past this 
incident and do things in a sensible manner." 

Resident Heather Bare downplayed the concern 
over industry encroaching on residents. "We live in an 
area where trucks drive by all the time, we're used to it," 
she said. "It's part of living out in the middle of nowhere. 
Industrial Development has become a necessity in Roch- 
ester to broaden the tax base. We've been tolerating all 
kinds of traffic for 40 years." 

Likewise, resident Frank Cabral said people 
should pay more attention to development in town and 
realize it's expanding. "If you love Rochester, love it. If 
you don't like it here, leave it," he said. 

"This is not just my house ... this is our town,"

said petitioner Gary Florindo. "We understand we need a 
base of industrial money coming in, but we also under- 
stand that lives are going to be affected. All the traffic is 
going to go through County Road. I've spoken to a lot of 
these people here tonight. They moved to rural Rochester 
for the harmony. We are not condemning anyone's vote, 
but whatever you decide, we are the ones who are going 
to have the initial impact for the rest of our lives." 

Based on the presentation made by Town Counsel 
Daniel Perry, resident Nick Besse felt the debate on Town 
Meeting floor was "pointless and futile," and that even if 
the rezoning article passed, it was "pretty much useless." 
With that, a motion was made to move the question, 
which passed via majority vote, thereby ending all 
discussion. 

ARTICLE 1 narrowly passed by the required two- 
thirds majority — 98 to 48 — garnering only 2 votes more 
than the needed 96. 

The Special Town Meeting was thereafter ad- 
journed for the evening at 8:35 pm.

It was my understanding 
and Mr. N. F. Tinkham specified that the old trail by the water 
tower was the access road (trail) as is stated in the deed.

trail by the water tower still the legal right of way to the town 
forest and, if not, who gave away the rights to use it? If the 
proposed development is permitted, what provisions for public 
access will be made? Public access to the town forest should be 
established in perpetuity. 

How can we as townspeople be assured there is no 
conflict of interest between the various committees and the 
developers? Similarly, will all environmental studies, including 
stream and wetland determinations, be performed by indepen- 
dent third parties, qualified to perform such investigations? If 
studies were not performed independently, they should be done 
again at the developer's expense with oversight of the Conser- 
vation Commission (ConCom). 

I want to ensure that the town forest, a very valuable 
asset, remains open, public space for the town residents and not 
a private park for the proposed development. I would like to

SUMMER HEAT 

What can I do to make my dog more comfortable in the hot 
weather? 

Leave your dog at home when you do errands. If you must 
take him in a car, leave the air conditioning on or the win- 
dows open, especially if you need to park. A closed car 
gets very hot very fast. Always have plenty of fresh cool 
water available. Walk your dog early in the morning or 
later in the evening when it is cooler. 

Are certain breeds more susceptible to heat induced problems? 
Yes. Dogs with short noses like bulldogs, pugs, Boston Ter- 
riers and Lhasa Apso's. These dogs have trouble breathing 
under the best of circumstances. When it is hot and they 
pant to cool themselves, they may experience swelling of 
their throats, making breathing even more difficult. 

How can I help my dog when it is hot and he is panting hard? 
Help him cool himself. Put him in an air conditioned room, 
wet him down and blow a fan over him, or let him chew 
ice cubes.

July Recap 

The Marion Natural History Museum has run 
summer programs again this year.

chogs. There were ospreys, herring gulls, cormorants, and 
terns living in the marsh. The children conducted sand 
experiments. It was a lot of fun making beach-related 
crafts, playing games and making fish print t-shirts. The 
children kept a daily journal of all the interesting things 
they learned about and hands-on activities they enjoyed. 
The sea shore offered a rich learning opportunity for 
nature lovers of all ages. 

• "Watershed Explorations" is a summer program 
for students entering Grades 3 and 4.

S1M0NE. Starring AI Pacino, Catherine Keener, and Rachel 
Roberts. Directed by Andrew Niccol. Running time: 117 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

S1M0NE seems to have fallen victim to Box-Office Curse #17: 
People won't go see movies about moviemaking. In this case, 
they're missing a compelling little fable from Andrew Niccol, 
whose artistic success, to these eyes, hasbeen in inverse proportion 
to his box-office success: He wrote and directed 1997's superb 
Gattaca, and wrote 1998's overrated but lucrative The Truman 
Show (Peter Weir directed). S1M0NE looks to go the way of 
Gattaca' s brief life in uncrowded theaters, and while it's not on the 
level of Niccol's debut, it's entertaining and provocative enough. 

The first mistake some critics are making is to assume that 
S1M0NE is intended as a satire of the Hollywood and media 
machines. I don't think it is; the movie should really be called 
Viktor, afterits protagonist Viktor Taransky(Al Pacino), apompous 
and flailing film director whose mega-starlet leading lady (Winona 
Ryder in an amusing, if ill-timed for her defense, performance) 
has walked out on his latest production due to "creative 
differences." Growls Viktor, "Here's the difference: I'm creative, 
you're not." The movie half-yearns for the days when directors, 
not stars, called the shots, though this yearning is placed in the 
mouth of Viktor, who overlooks the fact that in the old days studio 
heads called the shots and directors were as powerless and 
interchangeable as the stars. 

Computer wingnut Elias Koteas delivers Viktor's salvation 
on a platter (literally) — a disc containing programming to create 
a virtual actress. Yes, the technology is finally there, and only 
Viktor knows about it. After nine months he's created the perfect 
actress, Simone (Rachel Roberts), and plugged her into the role 
originally filled by his former female lead. Everyone loves Simone; 
the movie is a massive critical and popular hit, soon joined by 
another Taransky/ Simone epic, and Simone becomes the first 
actress in Oscar history to tie with herself for Best Actress. 

SIMONE isn't about media manipulation, though Niccol 
shows us plenty of it. Two reporters (Pruitt Taylor Vince and 
Jason Schwartzman) devote themselves to uncovering the truth 
about the never-seen-in-the-flesh Simone; studio head Elaine 
Christian (Catherine Keener), who's also Viktor's ex-wife, wants 
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to meet the star who's made her so much richer. Like any good 
program, Simone does exactly what Viktor tells her to do; she 
never malfunctions (except for some pixillation due to insufficient 
memory during a satellite interview), and everything is perfect. 
Too perfect. Pacino plays Viktor subtly as an artistic windbag who 
grows to resent his own creation's stealing his thunder. Even his 
attempts to unmake her — there's a pretty funny clip from I Am 
Pig, supposedly Simone's "directorial debut" starring herself — 
just enhance her popularity. 

On the surface, the movie appears to be another cautionary 
tale about being careful what you wish for, but under the surface 
we find a metaphor for fear of success on the wrong terms — 
selling out. Or, worse, getting the power to rise to your level of 
incompetence. We also see clips from Viktor's movies, and they're 
made to look gruesomely pretentious and melodramatic. Even 
the second one, based on a script he wrote nine years ago ("It's 
close to my heart"), looks terrible even though you figure the 
studio wouldn't have interfered to make it that way. By then, 
Viktor has enough clout to do what he wants — he made it that 
way. 

That Viktor's two banal Simone movies are insanely 
successful, and that Simone branches off into advertising and 
recording, are probably Niccol's comments on what an 
increasingly numbed and uncritical public will accept as a 
diversion. But at the movie's heart is an artist's self -critique. 
Niccol could have told his three stories to date in novel form, 
blank verse, whatever; he chose to tell them in a medium that 
celebrates and rewards mediocrity more and more with each 
passing year. But if artists quit the medium in disgust, mediocrity 
wins. Like Viktor, Niccol knows how corrupt the game is, but he' s 
willing to stay in it anyway, and he plays honorably.

Hub Harmonies

Two of Boston's native veteran female vocalists have 
both recently released new CDs, taking yet another im- 
portant step in their musical evolutions. Despite having 
kept a fairly low profile after their modestly successful 
band ventures in the image-oriented, "big hair" mid- 
1980s, it seems both are poised for a well-deserved and 
well-seasoned comeback of late. As a devoted fan of both, 
I couldn't be happier. 

It's interesting to note how the careers of both Aimee 
Mann and Laurie Sargent have closely mirrored each 
other. Laurie fronted the modestly successful band Face 
to Face, which released three solid albums between 1984 
and 1988 but never really hit it big save for the lone single 
"10-9-8." Aimee seemed to fare better around the same 
period as lead singer for 'Til Tuesday, which also released 
three albums before dissolving. They seemed to get a big- 
ger boost from MTV, which put videos like "Voices Carry" 
into heavy rotation. 

Both women became increasingly disheartened and 
disenchanted with the lack of support from big-name 
record labels, so in their second incarnations as solo art- 
ists, they sought out either smaller, independent record 
labels or managed to self-produce their own music with 
private companies. Laurie released a couple of solid ses- 
sions like Something With the Moon and Heads and Tales, 
and Aimee also released Whatever and I'm With Stupid 
before her critically-acclaimed Bachelor No. 2, which was 
subsequently commandeered by director Paul Thomas

Anderson for his film 
Magnolia and ulti- 
mately led to her mu- 
sic becoming the 
movie's soundtrack. 
Yet, despite modest 
success with these re- 
leases, both Aimee and 
Laurie still seemed to 
be waiting in the wings 
for the right time to 
step back into the lime- 
light. 

Aimee has returned with Lost in Space, another sol- 
idly-written, well-crafted collection of songs from the 
heart. If you're familiar with Mann's previous output, 
however, you know that her cynical side can't help creep- 
ing into her music, and Lost in Space doesn't disappoint 
on this level, either. 

In Aimee' s world, even when everything seems to be 
going right, there's always a fly in the ointment to sing 
about — but I think that's always been part of her allure 



for me. Emotion without an edge can be dull and mun- 
dane, and those aren't words I'd ever use to describe 
Aimee Mann's songs. Even though she seems to have 
found her soulmate in fellow musician Michael Penn 
(Sean's brother), past relationships still seem to pervade 
her music. 

That's not to say everything here is depressing, ei- 
ther. Mann can still craft bouncy and catchy riffs, and 
standout tracks like opener "Humpty Dumpty" and 
"Pavlov's Bell" are in line with anything from Bachelor 
No. 2 and Magnolia. In "Real Bad News" she slyly writes: 
"I've got love and anger / They come as a pair / You can 
take your chances / But buyer beware." If you go into 
Lost in Space with that honest disclaimer in mind, you're 
likely to find yourself as enthralled with the CD as I did. 

Unlike Aimee, 
Laurie opted to try the 
band route again by 
joining forces with 
former Morphine 
members Dana Colley 
and Billy Conway 
(Laurie's significant 
other) as Twinemen, 
an eclectic and diverse 
trio of talent which 
proves the sum can in- 
deed be greater than its parts. Their self-titled debut, 
Twinemen, is a wonderful pastiche of styles, with Laurie's 
lilting and powerful vocals at the front and center. 

What's most interesting about Twinemen is how Laurie 
and the ex-Morphine guys seem to perfectly complement 
each other. If you listen to both Morphine's last album 
with the late Mark Sandman (The Night) and Laurie's last 
solo album (Heads and Tales), you'd be hard-pressed to 
imagine these diverse styles blending so well. Somehow, 
though, it works. I liken the style to "jazz meets R.E.M.," 
which isn't as far-fetched as you might think. 

From the album opener, the infectious "Spinner," 
you'll find yourself tapping along in time to Conway's 
driving backbeat and singing Laurie's catchy lyrics. But 
Twinemen owes its much of its unique sound to Dana 
Colley, whose baritone saxophone can sound alternately 
like a grief-ridden wail and then a bombastic or joyful 
orchestra. There's nary a weak track among the ten here, 
but my favorites include "Signs of Life," "Who's Gonna 
Sing" and "Ronnie Johnson" (which sounds like some- 
thing from Laurie's Something With the Moon session).
